Giving an Account of the Happy Succeſs they had 
againſt the French Army commanded by the Ma- 
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reſchal a Hnmieres,on. the ©! of * Auguſt i inſtant, 1689.

H I S Morning a awed part of your 
Lordſhips Army being gone to Fo- 
rage, we had news, that the Ma- 
. reſchal d'Humieres with his Army, 
which he had reinforced ſome days 

before with 6009 Men, was on his march, of 

which we immediately advertiſed rhe Foragers 
by firing ſeveral pieces of Canon, as «had been 

- 4non on. In the mean time the Enemies 


anguard attackt the Village Forge, where 800 


Men were poſted under the Command of the 


Engliſh Colonel Hodges, Lieutenart Colonel 


Goes, and the Major of the Regiment of Heſſe. 
This attack laſted about 2 Hours, but our Men 
defended themſelves very bravely, till Major 
ae Rzo (who was ſent to give notice thereof to 
the Lieutenant Generals Mebbenum, the Earl of 
Marleborxigh and d'Huby, who were with the 


Foragers.and to bring them back) came t2 their 


Afftſtance with ſome Herſe ; whereupon ours 
Men, ſeeing the whole French Army advanced 
rowards them, retired Fighting rill rhey came 
1O a Hill near the Town of Falconrt, in which 
was poſted a Bartallion of Lunenburghers of Lin- 
ſtau's Regiment , who were afterwards reinfor- 
ced with the Batallion of Colonel Hole. The 
French artack'd the ſaid Town very furiouſly 
with many 'Bartallions and ſeveral pieces .of Ca- 
non, which laſted rwo hours and a half. Lieu- 
tenant General Aylua advanced with 3 Regr 
ments towards the 'Town, of which he detached 
thar commanded by Brigadier Ta/maſh, and the 
Lieutenant General the Earl of Marleborough, 
followed with the Guard du Corps, and two 
Engliſh Regiments. In the mean rime Major 
General Slangenburg, advanced with a Derache- 
ment.'of Foot to the other ſide of the' Town, 
which obliged the Enemy to retire in Con- 
fuſion; leaying behind them their Cannon and 
Ammunition, and a great many killed and 
wounded, the number whereof is not yet cer- 
_ known, anne inch are three Captains 
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of the : French Guards; and Monſieur d' driag: 
nan Commandant of the ſaid Guards, with 1te- 
veral others, are taken Priſoners. In their 
Retreat came rwo Drummers from the Enemy, 
ro deſire a Ceflarion to bury their dead ; who 
ſaid, That S:1x Battalions of the Guards. who 
likewiſe made the Attack , were, for the mo#t part, 
ruined, On our ſide none of any Conſideration 
are killd, beſides Lieutenant Colonel Graham 
of the Engliſh, the Major of the Lunenburgh 
Dragoons, and a Caprain Lieutenant ; And 
a Caprain, and ſome Foragers, were taken * 

And in the Town there were very few kill'd or 
wounded. The French retired ro their Camp, 
and our Troops kepr their Ground rill Night. 
The Velr Mareſchal Count de Naſſau, with 
all rhe other. Generals and Officers, behaved 
themſelves as could be wiſk'd ; and all our Troops 


_ ſhewed a grearCourage and defire tro come to a 


Battle,and particularly the Engliſh, who were en- 

gaged in thisAction,behaved themſelves very well 
And a great Succeſs might have been expected 
had the Scituation of rhe Country ſuffered us 
to follow the Enemy. 

I Congratulate Your Lordſhips upon the ww 
Succeſs of this Rencounter, which has fallen 
our ſo fortunately for your Arms, and in which 
the Enemy has been forced ro Retire. Praying 
God farther ro Bleſs Your Lordſhips Arms and 
Government 3 To whole Protection I Com- 
mend You, and Remain
